The nominations for Reeve and Coun- 
cilmen, and also for school trustees, took 
place at the own Hall on Monday last 
atnoon. ‘There was a fair attendance, 
and more interest seemed to be taken 
in the proceedings than for some years 
past. 


The following nominations were

For Reeve—W. S. Martin.

W.S. Martin said in reference to the 
question Of school fees raised by Mr. 


For Councillors—J. Barl Halliwell, 
B.A., H Ferguson, I*. B. Parker, C. 
J. Boldrick, H. Kerr, G. L. Scott, Thos. 
McKee, J. V. Hough, Geo. H. Conley. 

For School Trustees.—F. T. Ward, 
Jas. Boldrick, T. G. Clute, Dr. Sprague, 
Arch’d McGee, Samuel Patterson. 

After the hour for nominations had 
expired, it was moved and seconded that 
Mr, J. S. Black continue to act as chair- 
man, 

W.S. Martin was then called upon 
and addressed the meeting, dealing 
principally with County Council mat- 
ters, and showing that there had been 
some reeluctions in county expenditure, 
but there was still need for greater 
economy. 

In reference to village affairs he made 
comparisons with other towns and vil- 
lages in the ‘county, showing our ex- 
penditure to be much less per head than 
others, and that Stirling was in a much 
better position financially than other 
places, having now only a net deben- 
ture debt of $4,884, and this was on 
school buildings. Thanking the elect- 
ors for the honor they had done him in 
electing him as Reeve by acclamation, 
he wished all a ‘‘ Happy New Year.” 

J. Earl Halliwell, B.A., was next 
called on, He stated his views as to 
the duties of Councillors had changed 
since he had been a member of the 
Council, and he now finds that they 
cannot make all the improvements ask- 
ed for. By referring to the published 
statement it would be seen that o 
about $8,500 raised in taxes from the 
village, only a small portion was under 
the control of the Council, and he 
claimed that this had been laid out to 
the very best advantage. He was again 
a candidate, and solicited the support 
of the electors. f 

H. S. Ferguson was next called on 
but was not present. 

F. B, Parker was the next on the list. 
While thanking Mr. Martin for the very 
able statement he had made in refer- 
ence to County Council matters, he 
thotght there was one or two matters 
he had not touched upon, namely the 
putting of mud on the county roads, in- 
stead of broken stone or gravel, and the 
cost of some of the committees, referring 
particularly to the sum paid for the 
superintending of the building of Gor- 
don’s bridge. He was a candidate 
again, and asked their support. 

C. J. Boldvick had been called out, 
but left word that he was in the field 
as a candidate, 

H, Kerr had no intention of running, 
but if there was to be an election he 
would be a candidate. 


G. L. Scott said he had two years ex- 
perience in the Council. He thought 
the affairs of the village had been man- 
aged very economically, but there was 
always room for improvement. If there 
is to be an election he would stand, and 
solicited the votes of the electors. 

Thos. H. MeKee hat served 
years in the Council, and had no fault 
to find. He declined being « candidate. 

J. V. Hough and Geo. H. Conley 
severally declined the nomination. 

W. S. Martin then made some fur- 
ther explanations in reference to county 
matters in answer to Mr, Parker's ques= 
tions.

To-day all trace of the Mins has vanished. 
History relates a very curious incident with 
regard to the capture of Pekin by the 
present dynasty, Another powerful rebel 
established himself there during the Seven- 
teenth Century; his name was Ri-si-aei,and 
he endeavoured to establish a separate 
empire. The Mins who had not yet ceased 
to regard themselves aa the only legitimate 
rulers, despatched an army against him; 
bu the commander of thix army did sot 
think himself strong enough—and culled ia 
the help of the Shins, he allies took 
Pekin in 1668. But the Shins did not be- 
come sole masters of China until the con- 
quest of Nankin, which followed a few 
years later, and they then decreed that the 
hair of all Chinose subjects should be worn 
long and in a plait, which resulted in vbe 
famitiar pigtail of to-day.”

cheese produced and the price received, 
there is now much more uniformity. Thus, 
taking the output of 189% county by 
county, we find a variation only from 9.33 
cents to 10.15cents, It was found, also, on 
examining the lists of awards at Chicago, 
that they were distributed with great gen- 
erosity over all parts ot the Province.

AFFAIRS IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Resglations Passed ata Public Mecting— 
Confidence Boing Restored. 

Sr. Jouns, Nild., Jan. 2.—A public meet- 
ing attended by about 5,000 persons adopt- 
ed resolutions protesting against the mea- 
sure which was recently passed by the 
Council guaranteging the Union Bank 
notes at eighty cents on the dollar and 
the notes of the Commercial Bank at 
twenty cents. The resolutions also de- 
manded that the notes of both banks be 
redeemed at their face value and that a 
royal commission be appointed by the 
British Government to investigate the 
condition of the colony’s affairs. In the 
Legislature on Monday night the final 
stage of the bill guaranteeing the notes of 
the suspended banks was passed, the Pre- 
sident of the Council casting the deciding 
vote. The Assembly passed through all 
its stages the bill to remove the disabilities 
placed upon the seventeen Whitewayites 
who were convicted of bribery in the re- 
cent election. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 2.—The, Bank of Mon- 
treal has decided to establish a branch 
office in St. Johns.

gain at the lowest cost understands that 
there is a very considerable difference in 


cost of production, and the time required 
to produce. The calf must be well fed 
from the start, so as to maintain a stead 
growth. A quick growth and an early 
maturity being essential, the animal must 
have these qualifications, or, in a measure, 
will prove a loss. Toaconsiderable extent 
with cattle, quality, in connection with 
good size, largely determines the profit, 
and any animal that, with good treatment, 
cannot be depended upon to grow reasonably 
rapidly and to fatton readily should be dis- 
posed of aa soon as possible, One of the 
principal advantages in the bsttor breeds 
is their ability to make a quicker and better 
growth for the amount of food required. 

It seems rather poor economy to feed out 
the products of the farm to long, lean flat- 
ribbed cattle that make o slow growth and 
aré hard to fatten, and when they are ready 
to market must be sold at a low price, when 
the same food, care, and shelter giv, 
better animal will secure a better aud more 
rapid gain and o quality of product that 
will sell at a better price when put upon 
the market. 

Thedilference in time required for growth 
and to fatten with the best quality of pro- 
duct and the better price make it an item 
to look after good fecding animals, In 
pany cases the difference in the price that 
can be realized often determines the ques- 
tion of profit or loss in the feeding, and 
profit is the principal consideration in feed- 
ing cattle, as with other stock, 


Barn-Yard Manures. 


It isbut recently that our farmers are 
beginning to seu the grout necessity of say- 
ing and applying manures. They aro be 
gilting to see that they are continually 
taking from their farms year by year plant 
food and not returning any. Now, how- 
ever, they ore beginning to realize that 
good crops can not be grown unless an 
abundant supply of proper food is furnish. 
ed, So progressive farmers are searching 
for the most approved methods of securing 
and ypplying barn manures. 

We tind there are three points which 
muat be considered in the handling of 
Poenucer ahs making, saving, and apply- 

ing. : , 
We find from the various reports of 
chemists and experimentors that there are 
three ingredients which are necessary for 
plant growth, These are nitrogen, phos- 
Pphoric noid, and potash. We find alsothat 
our barn manures contain to somo extent 
all these olements. Now, the question 
comes to us, how can we produce a stable 
Manure that shall contain the greatest 
amount of these plant foods? We know 
that those substances whick enrich our feed 
are the ones that give value tothe manure, 
So if we feod those things which aro rich 
in the necessary plant foods, then the man- 
ure will be correspondingly rich. Manure 
from fattened stock 1s always richer than 
from other, bovause, us a rule, they are fod

Great Fire in Toronto. 
One of the most destructive fires that 
has ever occurred in the Queen City 
little before three o'clock 
on Sunday morning last. It started in 
the Globe building, and so rapidly did 


broke out a 


the flames spread that in a few minutes 
the whole building was a roaring mass 
of flames and the efforts of the firemen 
could only be exerted towards prevent- 
ing the conflagration from spreading, 
This they were unable to do, and the 
adjoining buildings were destroyed as 
also the fine new wholesale warehouse 
of S. I’. McKinnon, together with their 


whole stock of goods. The Toronto Lith- 
ographic Co., which occupied part of the 
Globe building, also had their whole 
plant and stock destroyed, and are 
heayy losers, Altogether it is said about 
two acres of ground were burned over, 
and left in ruins. The most lamentable 
part is the loss of life, one fireman being 
killed by falling walls, and four or five 
others seriously injured. 

The Globe estimates its loss at S144,- 
000, and has an insurance of 894,000, 
S. F. McKinnon’s loss is placed at 
$220,000 and insurance $160,000, Toronto 
Lithographing Co. loss $120,000 and in- 
surance $60,000. The total losses are 
estimated at about $700,000, and the in- 
surance at nearly $500,000. i 

Although The Globe had suffered the 
loss of its entire plant, it did not miss an 
issue. It accepted the hospitable offer 
of the Toronto Empire to temporarily 
publish its paper from the latter office. 
Every newspaper office in ‘Toronto was 
placed at the Globe’s disposal and tl 
acceptance of The Empire’s offer en- 
abled The Globe to appear on Monday 
morning with a ten-page paper, con- 
taining an elaborate description of the 
destruction of its own premises. ‘The 
Globe has been second to no paper in 
enterprise but it is doubtful if it h 
ever shown this quality in so marked a 
manner as on this occasion. Only those 
who are acquainted with the intricacies 
of a newspaper office can fully imagine 
the difficulties which had to be over- 
come by The Globe at this time, when 
every vestige of its plant was destroyed. 
The friendliness of [he Empire on this 
occasion affords to newspaper men 
throughout the country a splendid ex- 
ample of theffraternal good will which 
should exist between men of the same 
profession, no matter what their busi- 
ness differences. 


Canada and Newfoundland. 
The English journals, in commenting 

on the state of affairs in Newfoundland, 

say that if Canada will take in the al- 


mediate union would be the best solu- 
tion of the present dead-lock. 

The}jHome Colonial Office is believed 
to favor the idea of Newfoundland be- 
coming a province of the Dominion, but 
Sir Terence O’Brien, the Governor of 
the colony, is in favor of a return to the 
status of a Crown colony. 

It is being urged that the proposed 
Tmperial Commission be given the power 
to examine the finances of Newfound- 
land with a view to union with Canada. 

The Chronicle, commenting on New- 
foundland’s demand for the appoint- 
ment of a royal commission, says; ‘' The 
commissioners must be nominees of the 
British Government and entirely re- 
moyed from local influences. New- 
foundland’s ways for years past have 
been nothing short of disgraceful. It is 
time we knew exactly what has been 
done with the money obtained from 
British investors by fair promises and 
under the protection of the British flag. 


New Schools for Farmers’ Sons. 


The new schools of Mining, Agricul- 
ture and Dairying at Kingston were 
formally opened last week, and a grand 
banquet was given, at which many 
prominent persons from different parts 
of the Province attended. 

There was never such an agricultural 
gathoring in the city before. Principal 
Grant in his remarks about ‘' ow agri- 
cultural interests,” said that agricul- 
ture was the greatest interest in Canada 
and that every policy should be judged 
by its bearing upon it. The test applied 
to eyery policy should be; How does it 
foster or injure the agricultural interest ?

THAN WOMEN TAKE THEIR LIVES. 


Womenr{Dic Oftence for —The Indu- 
ence of Poverty and artial Unhappt 
ness—Letters Left by Women Sultcides, 


William Ferrero, who hasmade a study 
of suicide in all iti phases, contributes 
a very interesting article on the sub- 
ject. He was to find that 
suicide was more common among men than 
women, the proportion being one female to 
seven male suicides,

TWO CAUSES OF SUICIDE. 

The causes of suicide seem to be usually 
two—destitution and love, WDestitution 
does not lead so frequently to suicide among 
women as among men. The reason for thig 
is said to be that the financial ruin of o 
man means the ruin of his wife and daugh- 
ters, perhaps of a mother and sisters, as 
well as of himself. The women, of course, 
share the consequences of the disaster, but 
they have not the responsibility of it upon 
their shoulders. Prof. Lombroso and Mr 
Ferrero agree that all physical and moral 
pains are felt less keenly by women than 
by men—which is a wise arrangement of 
Providence, considering how many more 
they have. 

Man has greater pride of place than wo- 
man, If he fallsfrom a high position he 
prefers to die rather than to live in a lower 
sphere. ‘‘Man:’ says Mr. Ferrero, ‘1s 
much prouder of high social position than 
woman, because the principal aim of his 
work and of his struggles is to obtain such 
high gocial standing; and as financial ruin 
means defeat, it cauzes him the sharpest 
anguish, just as the loss of a great battle 
does to a general.” 

A woman has more courage and more 
rebound in her. A man who is ruined, in 


other words, will bring greater misery upon 
his family by taking bis life. He leaves 
the helpless women an‘4 children to bear up 
under the blow that has felled him. The 
mother’s love is 80 much stronger than the 
father’s that she wi!l live with her children 
if she cannot take them with her. I[t 
would never occur to her to take her own 
life and leave her children to struggle 
alone, 

‘Thus, to guote Mr. Ferrero, ‘‘poverty 
being the greatest social weakness, it docs 
not in & woman constitute an impulse to 
commit suicide, but is rather an obstacle to 
seif-deatruction, and strengthens in her the 
desire to live and protect her offspring in 
the dangers of the battle of life.”

SUICIDE OF LOVERS, 


In the case of the suicide of lovers Mr. 
Ferrero thinks that it is the women rather 
than the men who have the courage uf their 
despair. The woman is always more cour- 
ageous at the extreme moment, and when 
the man would parley with death she urges 
him on. The notorious case of Bancal and 
Trousset, which made such an excitement 
in France a few years ago, is a case in point, 
“Tt was the woman, Mile Trousset, who 
conceived the idea, who persuaded her 
lover, and prepared everything for the pur- 
pose. At the hour fixed on the fatal even 
ing, she, without hesitation, urged Bancal 
to cut the arteries of her pulse, and when 
Bancal, seeing the blood, gave up every idea 
of suicide, and wished to tie up ber wound, 
she not only resolutely resisted, but forced 
him to give her poison and at last shoot 
her. 

“In another case, mentioned by Brierre 
de Boismont, a young lady who had never 
shown any romantic or otherwise strange 
disposition, who had read but few novels 
and very seldom been at a theatre, when 
he, came to know that her parents would 
no marry her to the man she loved, wrote 
and proposed joint suicide to him; and as 
the young man at first was not disposed to 
agree to it, she tried to persuade him in 
every possible manner, * 

“Give me that proof of your love and 
faithfulness, she wrote to him, alluding to 
her proposal of suicide, Her lover demurred 
but she insisted until she succeeded in per- 
suading him, and one morning they were 
found together, killed by poison, Gener 
ally when the idea of joint suicide arises iu 
the mind ef s woman, it grows, takes 
extraordinary strenyth, and becomes 
almost a fixedidea, She thinks of novking 
else, and leaves nothing undone to obtain 
her aim; she persists in her attempts, and 
if she does not succeed at once she will 
try again ond again till at Jast she attains 
her object; and having once wrested the 
man’s consent from him, she will watch to 
the last moment that his courage does uot 
fail or slacken. A woman of such disposition

DEATH 0 HER A RELEASE 


A Life Tragedy Ended by Murder and 
Suicide —The Marderor it ts Bald Deser. 
ved a Worse Death Betore Mis Final 
Crime. 

The kind of tragedy with which the pol- 
ice records of every large city are filled was 
enacted on Thursday in a tenement behind 
Trinity Church, New York City,when Karl 
Petersen in a fit of drunken frenzy, killed 
his wife and himself. For the woman the 
tragedy wasa release. Her whole life for 
yesrs past had been one of the unending 
drudgery by which some women support 
themselves and their families,and of patient 
submission to the brutality of a husband 
worse than worthless. 


“It was the best thing that could happen 
to her,” said the other tenants who came to 
look at the bodies. “It was the only good 
turn he ever did for her, But the poor 
children, What's to become of them?” 


There are five children left orphans by 
the murder end auicide. One of them is 
but seven weeks old. Another was born 
three years ago just before the Petersen's 
moved into the wretched little rooms on the 
top floor of the five-story tenement at 106 
Trinity place. The others are 13, 10, and 
6 years old. The Petersens lived in three 
small rooms, which were shared by Mrs, | 
Petersens's brother, Richard Small, Mrs. 
Small, and her sister, Annie McLaughlin,

fifteen years. Petersen was a sailor and 
was 38 years old, five yeurs his wife's senior,

There was nothing for 
him to do but to give a permit for the re- 
moval of the bodies, They wero taken to 
the Morgue. All the neighbors had some- 
thing to say of the cruelty of the dead man 
and the patient suffering of the dead wo- 
man, Even Policeman Seiford, who was on 
guard, remembered that two years ago he 
was called in to rescue Mra. Petersen from 
her husband. She had refused to make a 
complaint against him, and he had retused 
to leave the place until the policeman . put 
him out by force. He had come back 
again the next night, said the other tenants 
and had beaten her cruelly. Death by his 
own hand was too good for him, they said, 
even if he hadn't committed murder.

ONTARIO CREAMERY ASSOCIATION. 


The Tenth Annual Convention Opens at 
Chesley. 
Cuesiey, Ont., Jan. 9.—The tenth an- 
nual convention of the Ontario Creamery 
Association opened here yesterday. Mr. 
J. H. Elliot, reeve, occupied the chair. The 
following speakers were present: John 
Gould, Ohio: Prof. James, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture; Prof. Midison, Ot- 
tawa; Frank T. Shult, M.A., Ottawa; 
Prof. Doan, Agricultural College. 
President Derbyshire, of Brockville, de- 
livered his annual address. He touched 
on the work done during the year under 
the auspices of the association. Sixty 
meetings were held in different sections. 
He advised farmers to go into growing 
more corn and building silos and better 
stables, so that cows could have summer 
conditions in winter. He pointed out the 
need of instruction to new districts by the 
association and advised every butter maker 
to go fora short term to the dairy school. 
In this province there are 74 regular and 
81 winter ameries, The increase of 
regular was 20 per cent. and of winter 200 
percent. He strongly urged on all butter 
makers to make a higher quality of butter,

There 
afulllist of the expenses of’ running 
Drury Lane in 1802, when John Philip 
Kemble was the manager, is published, 
Mr. Kemble, as leading actor of the 
company, drew a salary of $200 a week,-. 
with an additional $70 as stage manager. 
The latter was paid all the year round, 
the former during, the theatrical season; 
it made an average income during his 
control there of $10,000 a year. Mrs. 
Siddons received $200 a week during 
the season, or about 36,000 a year. 
Leading menlike Banister, ‘Handsome 
Jack,” alike deyoted to Garrick and to 
Edmund Kean, drew a salary of $85 a 
week. Thomas King, the original Sir 
Peter Teazle, drew $80. Alexander 
Pope, whose first wife was the beautiful 
Miss Younge, and)who is better known 
asa gourmand than an actor, received 
$65. Wroughton, who was for years 
proprietor of Sadler's Wells Theatre, 
had $75; Charles Kemble, $50; Byrne, 
the ballet master, #40; John Palmer, 
the original Joseph Surface, $45; Powell, 
the prompter, had $20, with many 
emoluments; the famous Grimaldi had 
but $20. 

The Drury Lane company was quite 
large—it numbered forty five people be 
sides the extras—so that the salary list 
footed up to the weekly amount of $2,- 
660, fully equal to the largest salary lists 
of today. The extra people received 
from $6.25 to $10 a week, which com- 
pares well with the price paid to-day. 
Indeed, the above figures compare more 
than favorably with the salaries in Eng: 
land to-day. English leading men in

Points on Atmosphere, 

When doctors disagree, it is time for 
the intelligent laymen to give a little 
thought to their own conditions and as- 
certain if possible by careful and pru- 
dent experiments just what is best for 
them. One class of physicians will ad- 
vocate cold rooms, abundance of ont-of- 
door air and what would seem to be al- 
most fatal exposure, and will insist that 
this is the conducive to health and that 
the patient will thrive under such heroic 
treatment. A medical man claims to be 
able to cure consumption and all pul 
monary troubles by keeping the patient 
for a goodly portion of the day in an at- 
mosphere of intense cold. In midwin- 
ter the sufferer is put by an open win- 
dow andinhales the sharp ontside air for 
hours ata time. This is all very well 
and no doubt a good thing, but from 
this state of affairs people who have 
neither the experience nor the facilities 
take their cue and imagine that extreme 
cold, if applicable in this way, must nec- 
essarily be so in others. They seem to 
lose sight of the fact that these invalids 
are put upon wheel carriages, tucked up 
as snugly as a baby in a cradle and 
wheeled in by these open windows. 
They may sleep there or sit there as long 
as they are comfortable, sometimes per- 
haps longer than the sick one desires, 
but, under no circumstances, are these 


people even for an instant ¢ posed to the 
atmosphere in any dangerous way.

\that sleeping in a cold room, or sitting 
in one, has its points of grace, conse: 
| quently we find extremely delicate peo 
ple going into cold rooms and getting 
into beds that are just about as com- 
fortable and safe as icehouses.

ted to the king’s procureur, the nearest 
of kin and the heirs of the suicide were 
summoned by trumpet to come forward 
and provide him with a defender. In 
case they failed to make their appear- 
ance, the judge appointed a counsel for 
him, whose duty it was to defend his 
client to the best of his ability by cross- 
questioning the witnesses for the prose 

cution and offering all the excuses pos 

sible in extenuation of the offense. It 
the accused was found guilty, he was 
punished in the manner above describ- 
ed; but if he was adjudged innocent, 
thatis to say, if the act of suicide was 
decided to have been committed ina 
moment of insanity, he was buried in 
consecrated ground. 

In either case, however, it was neces- 
sary to preserve the cadaver for the en- 
tire length of the trial, which sometimes 
tasted for several months, so that incase 
the accused was found guilty he might 
nol escape punishment, Hence the ne- 
cessity of embalming, or “‘salting,” as 
it was called. 

It appears from the old records that 
the operation and materials used were 
as follows: The viscera of the cranial, 
thoracie and abdominal cavities were 
removed and the spaces stuffed with 
tow that had been soaked in a solution 
composed of one ounce of camphor, 
two ounces of Socotrine aloes and one 
gallon of alcohol. Deep incisions were 
then made in different parts of the body 
and the latter was packed in salt in a 
wooden box, which, haying been coy- 
ered and nailed, was formally delivered 
to the jailer for safe keeping. 

This method of preserving cadavers 
seems to have been successful evcept in 
a few instances in which the case against 
the accused, having been put upon the 
docket, was not reached for seyeral 
years, and not disposed of until the of- 
fensive stato of the remains called at- 
tention to the necessity of legal action 
in regard to them.

Late despatches from St. John’s, Nfld., 
says: Relief organizations are at work 
in every section of this city and its 
vicinity. They report that whole blocks 
of tenements, inhabited by laborers and 
poor fishermen, are without food or fuel, 
and, with the thermometer but a little 
above zero, their sufferings are dread- 
ful. No concerted action has been taken 
yet to alleviate the general misery, .but 
private charity has been strained to the 
utmost. Lady O'Brien, wife of Sir 'Ter- 
ence O’Brien, the Governor of the col- 
ony, has inyited the women of the city 
to meet at the Government House Mon- 
day to arrange for starting soup kit- 
chens. ‘The Governor will call a sim- 
ilar meeting of men a day or two later. 
The problem is most serious. It’is not 
a case of helping a few hundreds, but of 
feeding thousands in a country with- 
out a bank, without money, without 
opportunities of assistance, with the 
whole business community insolvent, 
commerce paralyzed and the Goyern- 


ment on the verge of bankruptey.

STAGE DEATHS. 


Medical Authority Declares They Out- 
rageously Violate Nature. 

A French dramatic critic, with some 
show of medical knowledge, represents 
that nearly all actors and actresses out- 
rageously violate nature in their imita- 
tions of death. He cites in corroboration 
of his charge, the customary theatrical 
death of Camille, in the younger Duma’s 
favorite emotional play of that title. 

According to the author, his heroine is 
affected with pulmonary consumption, 
and an incidental attack of hemorrhage of 
the lungs extinguishes her life. There is 
absolutely nothing dramatic to be made 
out of this mode of dying; if fidelity to 
fact be obeyed, The gushing of a stream 
of blood from the mouth would be realistic, 
but the imitation of such ‘a phenomenon is 
never made by actors, male or female, nor 
any discreet manager tolerate such a piece 
of stage business. Again, the over 
whelming suffocation which prodnces the 
rapid death in Camille’s case is never 
accompanied by convulsions, such as her 
dying representatives on the stage almost 
always assume. In natural death from 
thiscause the sufferer simply collapses 
from failure of the vital powers. 

Theatrical poisoning scenes are also us- 
ually untrue to nature, It is popularly 
‘believed that when a fatal dose of laudan- 
um or morphine is swallowed the victim 
immediately sinks into a death-like sleep, 
as is commonly seen on the stage, where- 
as the first effect of this poison taken in 
like quantity is invariably to excite and 
enliven, 

Nor is the mode of dying after the hack- 
neyed cardinc stagestab in conformity 
with the laws of nature. The actor sim- 
\Ply falls at full length, or in a heap, 
!whereas the every-day member of society 
‘gives aspring when the heart is struck 
before entering eternity by this unhappy 
‘gate. Even the modern Othello has not 
inherited enough of Shakespeare’s won- 
derful fidelity to truth to die naturally 
‘after a stab through the heart.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer. 


Sweating Waiters. 

Waiters in the foreign restaurants of 
London haye distinct grievances that 
should be remedied, if the statements of a 
German waiter in a contemporary are to 
be believed. He makes complaint of the 
annoyance and auxiety suffered by him- 
self, in common With other members of his 
class, owing to a system of sweating of the 
most obnoxious kind which, he asserts, is 
practiced in restaurants that are kept and 
mainly frequented by foreigners. The 
proprietors of theso establishments not 
only pay their walters nothing, but exact 
from them a premium of sometimes as 
much as half a sovereign for the privilege 
of attending to the wants of customers and 
performing other duties for twelve or 
sixteon hours aday. In those restaurants 
largely patronized by Englishmen and 
Americans it seems that these men are 
able to earn a more or less meager income, 
even though their masters impose a fur- 
ther tax upon them by charging for at- 
tendance inthe bill, but where the cus- 
tomers hail from countries in which tip- 
ping does not obtain they find the struggle 
x05 existence both bitter and disappoint- 

ng. 


The Old Czar and the Now. 
Almost the last thought of the late Czar 
was for the theatre employes, who, in a 
Way, would be among the chief losers by 
hisdeath, Opening his eyes with an effort, 
he signed to the Czarowitz to approach,

German sugar at United States ports. An 
agent of the United States Department of 
Agriculture was sent to Germany to enquire 
into the exclusion of United States cattle, 
and he reports that Hamburg dealers are

for supplies and are making efforts to ob- 
tain permission to import live cattle from 
Canada, which are free from Texus fever. 
This is a hint which the Canadian author- 
ities should not be slow to avail themselves 
of, and once the opening is secured Can- 
adian.cattle exporters may be depended 
upon to make the most of it. The 
argument will be used that as Canadian 
cattle have been placed under embargo in 
Great Britain as diseased it would not be 
well to admit them to Germany. But 
United States cattle were excluded from 
Great Britain for several years before the 
same rnle was applied to Canadian cattle, 
and in the absence of conclusive proofs of 
disease, the latter should not be excluded 
now, and would not be, but that English 
agricultural interests are deferred to. It 
is well known that the range cattle from 
the south-western states exported to Great 
Britain were diseased, and, therefore, 

PROPERLY EXOLUDED; 
still that did not prevent the’Germans from 
taking them, and in Germany the United 
States found compensation toa great extent 
for the market lost in England. It is not 
through any spasmodic outcry against 
disease that the Germans are refusing 
United States cattle, but because they are 
incensed at what they hold to be unfair 
treatment for German products under the 
new tariff, and this quarrel, for which 
Germany has just cause, creates a demand 
for cattle and dressed beef in Gérmany 
which Canada can supply, and of better

The snow, 
which had fallen during the day afforded a 
protection against the blazing fragrants 
which were falling thickly around, 
and eventually the flames were got under 
control, but not until over three-quarters of

OTTAWA, Jan, 16,—The Supreme Court 
met yesterday to deliver judgments. Sir 
Henry Strong, Chief Justice, being indis- 
posed, was not present, Justice Fournier 
was also absent on sick leave. ‘There were 
present Justices ‘luschereau, Gwynne, 
Sedgwick and King. 

In the case of Huson vy. Smith, Norwich, 

known as the local option case, the appeal 
of Huson against the by-law of the town- 
ship, which he wanted quashed, was dis- 
missed with costs, Chief Justice Strong, 
Taschereau and Fournier deciding for dis- 
missal, while Justices Sedgwick and 
Gwynne dissented. The decision, there- 
fore, isthat the by-law is legal, and that 
the Provincial Act of Ontario, which 
authorized that by-law, is constitutional, 
In other words, Sir Oliver Mowat has the 
right to pass a local option law. 
The next case was the reference submit- 
ted by the Dominion Government in re- 
gard to the whole prohibition case arising 
out of this case, soas to decide whether 
the power to prohibit lay with the Do- 
minion or the provinces. The result is 
that by a majority the court has decided 
that the province has not the right to pro- 
hibit, which it will be seen conflicts with 
the judgment in the first case. The judges 
who heard this case were Chief Justice 
Strong and Justices Fournier, Gwynne 
and Sedgwick, The questions submitted 
by the Dominion and the answers to them 
are as follows: 

1. Has a Provincial Legislature jurisdic- 
tion to prohibit the sale within the Pro- 
vince of spirituous, fermented or other in- 


thereof? 

No. Chief Justice and Fournier dis- 
senting; they said yes, 

6. If a Provincial Legislature has a 
limited jurisdiction only as regards the 
prohibition of sales, has the Legislature 
Jurisdiction to prohibit sales subject to the 
limits provided by the several sub-sections 
of the 99th section of ‘‘the Canada Tem- 
perance Act’’ or any other revised statutes 
of Canada, Chap. 106, section 99? No— 
Chief Justice and Fournier dissenting. 
They said, yes. 

7. Had the Ontario Legislature jurisdic- 
tion to enact the 18th section of the Act 
passed by the Legislature of the Province 
in the 53rd year of Her Majesty's reign. 
“An Act to improve the Liquor Houses 
Acts,’ as said section is explained by the 
Act passed by the said Legislature, in the 
54th year of Her Majesty's reign entitled 
“An Act Respecting Local Opinion in the 
Matter of Liquor Selling (this refers to the 
case of Huson vs. Smith, Norwich).

night, will be about $700,000, the same as 
{ that estimated for Sunday’s fire. The 
gocond disaster was not attended by any 
Joss of life, though several firomon were 
seriously injured and one woman received 
terrible injuries in escaping from the 
pbuilding in which the fire started. 

The fire broke out at 7 o'clock, the alarm 
being turned in at exactly that hour, It 
started in the Osgoodby building, a mas- 
sive six storey brick and stone structure 
on the south side of Melinda street, ad- 
jacent to the great McKinnon building 
that perished in the ruinsof which are 
Jeft from Sunday morning’s fire. It had a 
frontage of 45 feet and ran back about 80 
| or feet. The building was put up last 
year by WG. Osgoodby at a cost of $50,000. 

The firemen arrived within two minutes 
after the alarm, but the building was al- 
ready blazing furiously from basement to 
roof, and the flames leaping high above 
the buildings. In the top flat of the build- 
ng was the family of the caretaker, Ed- 
ward Cayen.

Hess as a Food, 


If English people would only realize the 


immense importance and value of fruit as 
An article of dict in the early morning, we 
should find its appearance far more gen- 
eral on the ordinary breakfast table.. Of 
its healthfulness at this period oY the day 
there can be no question whatever, and 
more fruit and less animal food would un- 
doubtedly conduce to a much healthier 
condition of body, Inthe morning there

It has become so generally known that 
tramps can and do traverse great distances 
by fast trains without surrender of any 
financial consideration to the corporations 
providing the rapid transit that when a 
single man finds himself unemployed and 
behind with his board bill, the suggestion 
is at hand that the continent is large and 
the means of traversing it in search of 
betterment easily available, 


And so he loads his already ruined for- 
tunes into the first convenient freight car 
and starts upon an aimless journey, often 
only terminating with the close of his life. 
Presently a stopping place is reached and 
the trainmen eject him at some lonesome 
wayside station. About this time the de- 
mands of hunger assert themselves, and 
since they will have no denial he timidly 
approaches the nearest house with a plea 
for food. As may well happen, the sub- 
stantial fragment of a chicken or a quar- 
ter section of a porterhouse steak is hand- 
ed out, with perhaps some toothsome cake 
andapiece of delicious pie on the side. 
In many cases that preliminary experience 
settles the man’s future. At the best of 
times, when in employment, he is not re- 
galed with such fare as this, and so elects 
to enjoy it without any other physical ex- 
ertion than is involved by asking for it. 
And then another recruiting agency of 
tramphood is promoted by the growing in- 
disposition of discriminating people to 
1 robust, ablejbodied beggars. This 
has led to a systematic practice of decoy- 
ing young children away from their homes 
with enticing promises of alluringly ad- 
venturous travel—eventuating only in 
compulsory begging and petty theft for 
the support of the kidnappers, 

The more I draw upon my recollection 
the more it becomes enlarged.

From the point of 
view of a tramp I should say that at least 
a partial remedy might be achieved 
through concerted action of the railroads 
to seal all empty cars and to compel train-

Your professional tramp is distinctly op- 
posed to walking or any other form of 
physical exertion, I believe this action by 
the transportation companies would cen- 
tralize the nuisance in great centres of 
population where there is, or could be, 
created efficlent machinery for its control, 

It is, of course, useless and impractic- 
able to suggest the formation of a univer- 
sal league to withhold food or other nia- 
terial ald from all applicants, therefore, as 
the next best and reasonably possible 
thing I should say to apprehend all 
vagrants everywhere, at whatever tem- 
porary cost, subject them to the hardest 
and most humiliating labor upon the 
most meager and uninviting dietetic regi- 
men consistent with health, and my be 
lief is that the nearest possible abatement 
of the tramp nuisance will be accomplished 
which is achieyable this sido of the mil- 
lennium.

RELIC OF A FORGOTTEN RACE. 


Tho Fossllized Skeleton of a Man Found 
by Surveyors in California, 

Down in San Luis, Obispo County, there 
has been found a puzzle that has for weeks 
perplexed the scientists of Standford U 
Y, & puzzle in the hardest of roc 
beaten and stained by the weather of ages 
as to bear all thé brands and carmarks of 
a genuine fossil, Itscemsto the uniniti- 
ated to be acast in solid rock of a human 
skeleton, a strangely treasured relic of a 
race that existed some hundreds or thou- 
sands of years ago, But there are doubts; 
that is a scientist's trump card; to doubt 
first, last and always. The find was made 
in February near the hamlet of Roblan, 12 
miles southeast of Paso Robles. Van R. 
Elliott, a surveyor, was helping W. F. 
Gillis, superintendent of the San Luis 
Obispo Orchard Company, to run some 
new lines over the big tract. As they sur- 
veyed they came upon a stretch of rocky 
ground from which the rain had washed 
the thin covering of soil. They saw some- 
thing that looked like a skeleton embedded 
inthe rock, but on investigating more 
carefully found that the skeleton was part 
of the rock itself, The finders wrote to 
President Jordan about it, but as the uni- 
versity had no funds available for the re- 
covery and identification of fossilized per- 
sons, the matter was dropped until a few 
weeks ago, when Dr, Jordan went to San 
Luis Obispo to attend a convention of 
teachers. His attention was again called 
to Se matter, and he made a trip back 
into the hills to see the thing for himself. 
He was so impressed with it that he doter- 
mined tohave the curio cut out of the 
rock and removed to Palo Alto for study. 
Prof. J. P. Smith of the geological depart- 
ment of the university took charge, and 
with J, H. Means, a post-graduate student 
in geology, went to Roblana week ago. 
They found that removal was impossible 
with the time and the facilities at their 
command, and, so, as the next best thing, 
made a plaster cast of the fossil. This cast 
is now on exhibition in the geological mu- 
seum at Stanford. 

Prof, Smith was asked about the fossil 
and in reply gave these facts: ‘The fossil 
is in thé condition of a cast or mold in hard 
rock, very much indurated and weathered 
Here and there are seen traces of bones as 
evidence that it was not carved by some 
practical joker. The specimen is 87 inches 
long 16 inches wide and consists of a back- 
bone and ribs, with what may be traces of 
the pelvis. The number of vertebrae and 
ribs cannot be accurately made ont. The 
rocks in the vicinity contain numerous in- 
vertebrate marine shells, and are undoubt- 
edly of salt water origin, although they 
now lie 1,400 feet above sea level. Thus it 
is easily seen that the animal, whateyer it 
may have been, is older than the San Luis

Obispo Mountains. The rocks are of the 
miocene tertiary age, known as the white 
shale or the Monterey series of Prof. Law- 
son.’’ Fossilized human remains have 
been found only as far back as quaternary 
times. A skull was dug up from the pli- 
ocene tertiary lava beds of Calaveras 
County in 1866, but it has not been gener- 
ally accepted by geologists as authentic. 
It is also very doubtful as to whether the 
Calaveras lava is of the tertiary of quater- 
nary age. Several years ago a supposed 
fossilman was found in the miocene ter- 
tiary of France, but this was proved a 
fraud. Thus the occurrence of human re- 
mains in the middle tertiary age is very 
doubtful, since the upper miocene, the 
pliocene and the whole ef the quaternary 
periods have elapsed between that time 
and this. It is impossible to measure this 
extent of time accurately in years or even 
in centuries but it must have been several 
hundred thousand years, since in that time 
has accumulated the greater part of the 
thick mass of sediment out of which the 
coast range has been formed. ‘The fossil 
might possibly be an anthropold ape, but 
this, too, is very unlikely, since, although 
this class of simiadae can be traced as far 
back as the middle miocene, they were 
confined to the land, Then, too, in the 
same rocks with the supposed man are 
found other vertebrate, remains of por- 
poises or other cetaceans. The ‘tman fos- 
sil’ might be the young of one of these,—

Curling Cross Eyes, 


Strabismus or ‘cross eyes’? are now 
safely and almost painlessly corrected. 
The desired result may be obtained by 
the wearing of proper spectacles in early 
youth, but if the eyil is not then corrected, 
an operation, later on, will be necessary. 

The removal of a “cataract” from the 
eye is one of the most delicate operations 
performed by the oculist. A cataract is 
formed by the lens of the eye becoming 
opaque so as to appear grayish or other- 
wise, when it shuts out the light from the 
optic nerve, ‘The oculist of to-day cuts 
into the ball of the eye and removes the 
darkened lens, and the optician supplies 
the defect by artificial lenses that make 
good the sight. 

The demand for glass eyes is increasing 
as the character and quality of the eyes 
improve. Unsightly eyeballs are now re- 
moved in part, leaving enough of the mus 
cles to rotate the glass shell that is placed 
over them. Where the work is properly 
done the possessor of the glass eye can 
move it about with all the naturalness of 
areal optic, and in many cases it is very 
(lifficult to tell the manufactured article 
from the genuine, 

All the wild stories about substituting 
rabbits’ eyes for human eyes, or the state- 
ments to the effect that oculista can take 
eyos from their sockets, wipe them on a 
coarse towel and restore them unimpaired 
to the happy patient, are all moonshine, 
and any one who is called upon to listen 
to any such tales is perfectly justified if, 
under such circumstances, he should wink 
the other eye.

A third instance of a war resulting from 
a trifling cause was that between Louis 
VII, ot France and Henry II. of Hugland. 

The Archbishop of Rouen decreed that 
no one should wear long hair upon his 
head or chin, Louis submitted to tho 
deoree, whereupon his wife, Kleanor, rall- 
ed him upon his appearance, A quarrel 
ensued, which resulted in the dissolution 
of the marriage and Eleanor's marriage 
with Henry.

Yet even in them it may be reinstat- 
ed, nor is it ever wholly extinct, save in 
those unfortunate cases, when through 
dj> case or injury, reason bas been driven 
fron her throne, 

The human mind is never wholly inactive 
in its waking hours, No matter how pas- 
sive or how idle wo may be, the thoughts 
and the fancies are busy, with or without 
our will, Sometimes, indeed, they act 
energetically, in obedience to our purpose. 
We set ourselves to work to think out a 
problem, to weigh an argument, to arrive 
at a decision, to fathom an idea, to consider 
the details of a plan ora piece of work,and 
our thoughts serve us well or ill according 
to their training. To think consecutively 
and toa conclusion is one of the supremo 
arts of life, and the power to do it is “one 
of the best gifts that education can bestow.

Selt-companionship, indeed, is more in- 
fluential in forming character and regulat- 
ing life than any other intercourse, It is 
more constant, more unconstrained, more 
absolutely sincere.

A Staple Articole of Food in This Country 
~The Various Changes That Have Oc- 
curred Until the Present—-A Wonderful 
English Pio. 


Pie may, without exaggeration, be called 
an institution. 

The history of the’pie has yet to be writ- 
jten ina profound and scholarly way. It 
isa thing of stupendous antiquity. The 
word itself is one of that small class in 
modern English derived from the ancient 
British or Celtic languages. In mediwval 
‘English it was commonly spelled ‘‘pye,” 
and this word appears to have been derived 
from the Gaelic “pighe,.’’ The Irish lang- 
uuage also has the word “pighe.’” Allied 

‘words in Irish are “pithan” and “pig: 
heann.” 

This fact alone, it will be perceived, is 
full of historic significance. So great was 
the vitality and tenacity of pie as an insti- 
tution thut it survived the Teutonic in- 
vasion of ancient Britain and imposed 
itself on the conquerors. It had already 
lived through the Roman invasion of 
Britain, and the temporary introduction 
of Latin civilization and cookery in that 
island. 

It is unfortunate that a historian like the 
{late John Richard Green, who writes s¢ 
fascinatingly of the life and customs ol 
the people, has not attempted to give us a 
sympathetic description of an ancient 
‘British, Gaelic or Irish pie. 

When, in their turn the Anglo-Saxons 
Were conquered by the Normans, pie did 
not succumb, Gallicized methods of cook- 
ing, in which pie does not appear to have 
figured, prevailed among the ruling classes, 
but pie lived on in the homes of the peo- 
ple. It was solidly established there, and 
gradually it fought its way into an impor- 
tant position in the domestic economy of 
all classes, from which it has never been 
dislodged. Mince pie, in various forms, is 
one of the most characteristic features of 
old English cookery. 

The pie, as it has developed in Canada is 
a flat, circular thing, with asodden under- 
crust. ‘Chis form is scarcely known in 
Englond. There the fruit or meat is put 
in a deep dish and the crust spread over 
the top. 

An English cook-book of the eighteenth 
century contains the following recipe for 
something not very different from amince 
pie: ‘Lo make a lumber pye—Take a 
pound and a half of veal, parboil it, and 
when ’tis cold chop it very small, with two 
pounds of beef suet und some candied 
orange peel, some swoet herbs, as thyme, 
Sweet marjoram aud an handful of spin 
age. Mince the herbs small before you put 
them to the other. So chop all together, 
and a pippin or two, then add «a handful 
or two of grated bread, a pound and a half 
of currants, washed and dried; some 
cloves, mace, nutmeg, a» little salt,

Most of the dead are so frightfully 
mangled that identification is impossible, 
Heads, legs, arms and other parts of bodies 
were picked up all about the scene of the 
explosion within a radius of five blocks; 
finyers, brains and fragments of flesh were 
gathered up with shovels and deposited in 
baskets. 

In a space of about 300 feet the ground 
was literally covered with parts of human 
bodies and with the dead and injured, 
Houses in the vicinity were as thoroughly 
wrecked as if a cyclone had passed through 
them. 

Many of those killed contained no marks 
or bruises, having been killed by the con- 
cussion, Many were seriously injured by 
flying bricks and other debris at a distance 
ot several blocks from the explosion.

Newfoundland cannot much longer 
remain aloof from the Dominion of 
Canada. It is not too early, there- 
fore, to consider the probable terms of 
union, and the advantages which would 
accrue from annexation, both to the 
greater and the smaller country. In 
1869, when the Northwest, British 
Columbia and Prince Edward Island 
were with one accord either entering 
or preparing to enter the Dominion, it 
was thought that Newfoundland would 
be likely to follow their example, and 
negotations were begun, A dele 

tion came to Ottawa from St. John’s, 
and in conference with the Dominion 
Government agreed to a basis of union 
in brief as follows: Canada was to as- 
sume the debt of the colony, and to 
allow the new Province interest upon 
the per capita difference between the 
debt of Newfoundland and that of the 
Dominion. Canada was to pay eighty 
cents per head upon the population for 
legislative purposes, and to grant $175, 
000 a year for the surrender to the 
Dominion of the Crown lands. Can- 
ada was to pay the Governor and the 
judges, to maintain the postal and coas- 
tal services, to protect the fisheries, to 
establish a volunteer force, a naval 
force and a penitentiary, to subsidize a 
regular sea service to and from Hali- 
fax, and to prosecute a geological sur- 
vey of the island. In return the Do-

WINDSOR IN WINTER, 


SOMETHING OF THE FAVORITE HOME 
OF HER MAJESTY. 


Hiow the Queen's Residence is Heated and 


Lighted—Four Methods and Materials 


and How They Are Employed—Coal by 


the Train Load. 


For lighting the castle four methods are 
available, all of which are more or less in 
operation, viz: Gas, oil, candles and the 
electric light, while for warming and cook- 
ing, wood, coal and gas are used. During 
the residence of the court some hundreds 
of persons are in the castle, besides the 
royal family and the visitors, consequently 
the adequate provision of all these proces- 
ses is of a somewhat gigantic nature, 
keeping many servants constantly em- 
ployed. , 

: Yor the general lighting and heating 
gas and coal are adopted, but this isnot so 
in the Qnueen’s own rooms, nor in many 
other of the royal apartments. In the 
matter of fires for her own rooms the 
Queen strictly banishes coal. She has a 
confirmed preference for wood only. Spe- 
cial supplies of wood have to be obtained 
for this purpose from the thickly timbered 
hills a few miles up the river, above Wind- 
sor, Where a number of workmen are re- 
gularly employed on this task. | The tim- 
ber, when felled and roughly trimmed on 
the spot, ia brought down to a wharf on 
the river side, where it is dressed and cut 
up into blocks of fixed sizes.

“The larvae of the pitchy carpet beetle 
is often found feeding on carpets in the 
same manner as the buffalo carpet 
beetle, and sometimes associated with 
it. There is but one generation in a 
year, as indicated by those which I have 
bred, for larve found in June did not 
transform to perfect beetles until the 
following May. The remedies for this 
pest are the same as for the bnffalc 
beetle. It is desirable, where rugs are 
used instead of carpets, to take them up 
and shake them out of doors frequently 
during the spring and summer. If 
carpets are used and they become in- 
fested itis well to lay wet cloths along 
the edges and to use a hot flatiron on 
them. Ifthisis done properly it will 
force the steam down through the car- 
pet, killing not only moth but also any 
carpet beetles that may be feeding 
beneath. All garments liable to be at- 
tacked by carpet beetles or clothes 
moths if not to be used during the 
summer should be thoroughly shaken 
and then packed away in tight paper 
bags or in pasteboard boxes, with a strip 
ot paper pasted around the edge of the 
cover soas to leave no cracks. Small 
rfd ants often infest dwelling-houses 
and become an intolerable nuisance. 
The important thing is to find their 
nests, for it is then a comparatively 
easy matter to destroy the whole colony. 
It may be that the removal of a board 
where they come into a room will expose 
their headquarters, when a little kero- 
seno poured over it will destroy all the 
inmates. If they come from some ant 
hill outside the house they can be de- 
stroyed by making holes a foot apart in 
the hill and pouring a tablespoonful of 


disulphide of carbon into each 
stamping down, The bisulphide of

THAWING OUT FROZEN MEAT. 


A Dark Room Treatment Before Leaving 
the Cold Storage House. 

According to the new process, invented

It accumu- 
lates there in the form of snow some three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness, The snow 
has to be scraped off the pipes from time to 
time, and it is stated that the accumulation 
during tive days, in the thawing of thirty 
quarters of beef, has resulted in no fewer 
than 168 pounds of water. During that 
fame period the meat has lost only 1 per 
cent, in weight. The purpose of the canvas 
curtain is to divide the ascending warm 
current from the descending cold current, 
and it is claimed that the effect of this in- 
ceasant passing of the air first over tha 
steam pipes and then over the freezing pipes 
is eventually to free it from all moisture, 
When the meat is firat hung the tempera- 
ture of the room is almost at freezing point, 
but on the fifth day the temperature of the 
chamber has beén raised to that of the air 
outside. By this time the‘frost has all 
been thawed out of the meat, which is 
then in a condition to be sent to market.

Yet the cause is very evi- 
dent, The Irish peasantry, particularly ip 
Golway, Sligo and Mayo, live principally 
on potatoes and fish, the former Faite their 
chief and often their only crop. When the 
crop fuiled in ‘47 all other crops in other 
parts of Ireland were above the average, 
but what availed this to the man whose 
sole reltance was potatoes, when every turn 
of his spade in the harvest field brought up 
the rotien tubers? 

These potato growers also raised pigs and 
poultry, not for their own use—the luxury 
ot meat was almost unknown to many of 
them—but to pay the rent.

NEW USES FOR ELECTRICITY. 


The Wonder/ul Elecirical Machines Ex 
hibited at Buda-Pest, Hungary. 


Electricity not only rings doorsbells, 
ights houses, and cooks food, but it sweeps 
the floors, washes the dishes, blacks boots 
and shoea, and so on through the whole 
catalogue of domestic operations. If no 
machine has yet been invented to dress and 
to feed a man, it is only because the inven- 
vors have been so busy that they have not 
got around yet to the electric valet and the 
electric knife and fork. 

If anyone thinks there is any exaggera- 
tion about this, he ought to have attended 
tke exhibition of machines of this sort that 
has just closed at Buda-Pest, Hungury. 
This exhibition, which was organized 
by the Hungarian Commercial Museum, 
Wasa great success, and probably will 
result in greatly increasing the use of small 
electric motors for domestic purposes, All 
sorts of curious electrical machines were 
exhibited, including wood-working and 
metal-working machines, clothes-washing 
machines, sewing machines, ventilators, 
ice-making apparatus, blowers, and looms. 
These ditferent machines were run by 
thirty.two alternating current moters and 
forty-two continuous current motors, Thus 
the contest between these two types of 
current which has been waging almost since 
the firat introduction of electricity may 
atill be said to be carried on on even terms, 
tho advantage being a little in favor of the 
latter, 

One of the most interesting machines 
exhibived wos an electric churn, of which 
the motor was of the alternating current 
type. Hoth the motor and the churn were 
fixed upon atable. The power was trans- 
mitted from the motor to the vertical axis 
of the churn by an arrangement of puileya. 
In tho floor-polivhing brush, the motor 
was vituated above the brush proper, rotat- 
ingata high speed, aod the whole device 
was pushed over tho floor by « long handle 
like that of a lawn-mower. Tho motor was 
fed through a flexible con Juctor of sufli- 
cient length froma tap in the wall, In the 
electricshoe brush a motor in the lower 
partof she machine worked two brushes 
placed in front, The upper was grooved, 
so ag to fit over the beot, while the lower 
cleaned the sole,

1HE WONDERFUL CAREER OF JOHN 
SCOTT AT THE CARD TABLE. 


He Won Every Time We Took a Mand ana 
Diced Leaving a Fortune of Over $5,000,- 
000, Allof Which Me Won at Cards or 
Dice, 


Of all the gentlemen gamblera of the 
close of the eighteenth century in England 
& single one is noted for the immensity. 


and the regularity of his winnings, 
This was John Scott, who, begin 
ning 6 @ penniless captain, wound 


up nis career asa millionaire general. On 
the subject of the campaigns he conducted 
history is silent, but contemporary London 
was full of talk of his marvellous luck with 
dice and cards, and the martial misfor- 
tunes of his later life gave more material for 
the gossipa, 

3i¢ Join Biani, to conclude here the 
history of that luckless dicer, shot himaclf 
dead, after losing the last of his fortune 
in Kippax Park, 

Captain John Scott was of that branchof 
the numerous Scott family of which Sir 
Walter wasa momber, and his ancestor 
in the thirteenth century was that famons 
chemist Michael Scott, who won the name 
of Wizard. A later Scott distingnishod him 
selfin the time of Charles 11. be marrying, 
when he was himselt only 14 years old,a 
lady who was three years his juinor. The 
bride was Mary, Countess of Buccleuch, in 
her own right the richest heiress in Scot- 
land. The marriage was secret one, and 
none of the friends and few of her ‘family 


were informed of it untilthe day after, 
The youthful bridegroom did not profit 
greatly by this match, for his bride died 
at 13. hersister Anne, who succeeded 
to her titles and estates, made a marriage 
with the pet son of Charles 11., Monmouth, 
and had a numerous family. 


ENORMOUS WINNINGS AT WHIST, 


Tt was sixty years later, or about 1 
thatyoung John Scott, son of the Laird of 
Scott's Tarvet, eatered King George'sarmy. 
Two years later he was in Lendon and in 
the midst of the mosvureckless set of spend- 
thrifts, rakes and gamesters that English 
society has ever known, Sir John Bland 
was oply one of a thousand rich young 
English gentlemen who threw away for- 
tunes over the gaming table at White's. 
The one historig loser of thay cra was 
Charles James Fox, Pie rival. Yor 
gambled away, all told, ho less tian $5,000,- 
000, Scott was the very antipodes of Fox, 
When he died, ata ripe old age, he lefta 
fortune as great as tnat with which Fox 
had begun, and every penny of it had been 
won atthe gaming table. Fox wasa ripe 
echolar ; Scott was almost illiterate, Fox 
said that losing was the next greatest * 
pleasure to winning. Scott never lost, or 
so rarely that it did not effect the serenity - 
of his career as a winner. Fox would go 
home in the morning afters night in which 
he had gambled away $50,000 or $100,000 
and immediately lose himself in a study of 
Sophoc es or A®schylus, Scott, like the 
sensible fellow he was,would button his coat 
over the porterconnaie in which he carri- 
ed awaywionings of on equal or even 
greater amount, and immediately go to bed 
so as to be fresh for play in the evening, 

When Scott found himself in London and 
amid the wild young men of his era he 
determined that gaming was his only chance 
of getting money. When he engaged him- 
self to throw aseries of mains with Sir John 
Bland he had, as Horace Walpole pute it, 
nothing “hut a tew debts and his commis- 
sion.” His shrewdness taught him ‘that 
there was nothing in dicing, at which o 
stupid man has ax good a chance asa bright 
one, aud so he speedily gave up hazard and, 
applied himself to whist, at which game 
houven fights on the side of the skilltul 
player, Never in the history of play did 
men gamble for such high stakes as

did at White's between 1753 and 1780. 
Scot's system was an exceedingly simple 
one. He gave himseli the best of it 1m 
every possible way. He ever went to 
the gaming table unless his head and hie 
stomach were in the very best order, He 
never loat his pompeence or his good naturo 
for an instant. He played a perfectly fair 
and honorable game, and at firat he mate 
iva rule never to play for more than a fixed 
sum which he could afford to lose, He won 
so steadily that it wasn't lony before he was

APationt Who Dicd at Sf, Thomas Had 

Expended Certain Moncy Which Found 
Its Way Into Differeut Hands, Com- 
municating the Discase to Several 

Persops. 


The source of the smallpox outbreak in 
the Township af Malahide and in Guelph 
has been traced to the root of all evil, 
money, according to the reports received 
by Dr, Bryce, secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health. A few weeks ago a 
painter named Stover arrived in St, 
Thomas from Detroit, where he had con- 
tracted the disease while employed on 
repairs to the smallpox hospital in that 
city. 

Stover walked about the streets for sev- 
eral days before the nature of his disease 
was ascertained, and spent several dollars 
in hotels arid elsewhere. He was taken to 
the pest house, where he died. 

On Jan, 5, Henry Pressey, a farmer, who 
resides near Copenhagen, in the Township 
of Malahide, visited St, Thomas, and while 
there came into possession of some of the 
money which had been paid out by Stov- 
er’

HUNDREDS KILLED. 


Another Deplorable Calamity Which Has 
Destroyed a Persian Town. 
Adespatch from London says :—The 
Times hasa despatch from Teheran, the 
capital of Persia, stating that the town of 
Kuchan, in the province of Khorazan, 
Which was destroyed by an earthquake 14 
} months ago, and which was subsequently 
rebuilt, was again destroyed by au earth- 
quake shock on Thursday last. There was,

life. One hundred women, who werein ao 
bath house, were crushed to death by the 
falling building.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT.

The Minister of Agricuit ure, in a speech 
delivered at Gananoque, announced that 
the Government would ask the Legislature 
at its next session for an appropriation for 
the purpose of establishing a pioncer dairy 
farm at a point on the line of the Canadian 
Pacific railway in West Algoma, probably 
Wabigoon, The project is based upon 
personal observaticns made by the Minister, 
which have convinced him that the north- 
western portion of the province contains 
many thousands ot acres of fertile land ad- 
mirably adapted to the purposes of a cattle- 
raising industry. We in the East are so 
accustomed to regard this region as one of 
FOKEST AND BARREN ROCK, 


totally unfit for cultivation, and valuable, 
if for anything, only as a field for the 
enterprise of the miner or the lumberman, 
that the proposition made by Mr. Dryden 


should such an experiment pro ve successful 
there is no doubt that it will result in the 
opening up, as a practical possibility, of a 
new field for agricultural operations, the 
value of which cannot at once be estimated. 


Agriculture ia the establishment of the new 
farm is to demonstrate the capabilities of 
North-Western Ontario as a dairying 
country, in order that prospective settlers 
may be induced to take up land in that 
district instead of passing it by for the 
prairies of the West. So little has here- 
tofore been known of the territory to the 
north and west of Lake Superior that a 
proposal which recognizes its right to be 
included among the most fertile regions of 
the province will be received by many 
almost with incredulity; but those who 
have had the opportunity of studying tho 
district and examining into the resources 
which it undoubtedly contains have long 
been surprised that so little attention was 
paid to it, and so few efforts made to take 
advantage of the few opportunities which 
it affords the settler, Theoutcome of the 
experiment will be watched with interest 
by the agricuiturists of the province.

THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION 


They May Grant to tho Cathollos of Manti- 
toba Remodial Logistation—The De-~ 
cision, it is Thought, Will Help 
to Settle the Question 
of Dissolution. 


— 
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Lowboy, Jan. 30.—The judicial commit 
tee of the Privy Council yesterday allow 
ed the appeal of the Roman Catholics of 
Manitoba in the case of Brophy Y. the 
‘Attorney-General of Manitoba, but they 
refused to give the costs to tho appellant. 
The judgment, which was delivered at 
great length, means that the Dominion 
Government are possessed of power to 
grant the Roman Catholics of Manitoba 
remedial legislation for the support of 
their Separate schools, abolished in 1890, 
when the Manitoba School Act was pass- 
ed, doing away with all but state schools. 

The scene of the conflict in this connec- 
tion will hereafter be on the floor of the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, In the 
presence of Baron Watson, Lord of Appeal- 
§n-Ordinary; Lord MacNeaghten, Lord of 
Appeal-in-Ordinary; and Lord Shand, a 
member of the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council, the Lord Chancellor, Baron 
Herchell delivered the judgment allowing 
the appeal from the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada in the case of 
Brophy and others against the Attorney- 
General of Manitoba, rendered on Febru- 
ary 20, 1894, and known asthe ‘“ Manitoba 
School case.” The announcemert that 
no costs were allowed was generally ex- 
pected on account of the way the case was 
instituted. 

Mr. Edward Blake, M. P., leader of the 
Canadian Liberal party from 1880 to 1891, 
and formerly Premier of Ontario, and Mr. 
J. S. Ewart, of the Manitoba bar, were 
counsel for the appellants. Mr. Cozens 
Hardie, Q. C., Mr. Haldane, Q. C., and Mr. 
Brady appeared for the respondent. 

The decision of the Privy Council, when 
announced, created the greatest interest 
among Canadians in London, who, know- 
ing the importance of the case, had been 
tagerly watching for the result. The 
Lord Chancellor's delivery of the exhaus- 
tive judgment of the appeal lasted nearly 
anhour. He said their Lordships were of 
opinion that the enactment with governs 
the present case is the second sub section 
of the Section 22 of the Manitoba Act, 
reading as follows: ‘2. Am appeal shall 
lie to the Governor-General-in-Council 

om any act or decision of the Legislature 
or of any provincial 


ie protest of Roman Catholic minority 
of the Queen’s subjects in relation to 
education.” Therefore, their Lordships 
held that the Roman Catholics’ appeal to 
the Governor-General-in-Council was ad- 
missable by virtue of that enactment, in- 
much as the school acts of 1890 abolish- 
i Separate schools, affected the rights 


minority within the meaning of the 
section. 

Their Lordships decided further that 
the Governor-General-in-Council had 


* powertomake declarations or remedial 


orders asked for in the petitions, and that 
also the appeal was well founded. It was 
not for the Privy Council to intimate the 
course that may now be pursued, but 
their Lordships declared that certainly it 
was not essential that the statutes, re- 
pealed by the act of 1890, must be re-enact- 


-ed. All legitimate ground of complaint 


would be removed, if the education system 
were supplemented by provisions remov- 
ing the grievance upon which the appeal 
was founded, orin other words granting 
funds for the support of the Separate 
Leading up to 
this judgment, their Lordships reviewed 
at great length the circumstances which 
the act was passed, and also its exact 
scope. ty 

It was noted that the decision of the 
Council in the case of Barrett y. the City 
of Winnipeg seemed to have given rise to 
some misapprehension. In 1867 it was 
pointed out the union of the provinces of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
took place. Among the obstacles which 
had to be overcome in order to bring about 
that union, none perhaps presented a 
greater difficulty than the differences of 
opinion which existed with regard to the 
question of education. The existing state 
of affairs in Canada at Confederation in 
the matter of school laws was then ex- 
plained and the Manitoba school question 
and situation fully discussed. ‘he his- 
torical records were unearthed and the 
case most exhaustively dealt with, after 
which the judgment above given was de- 
livered. 

Dissolution is Talked Of, 

OTTAWA, Jan. 30.—The whole talk in 
official circles is dissolution. 

This is a result of the judgment in the 
Manitoba School case. It is thought now 
that the Quebec ministers who have so far 
been opposing dissulution before a session 
will now agree to it vather than face the 
school issue, which will certainly be raised 
&5 s00n as the House meets.

Found Dead on Hamilton Bay.

The total naval estimates 
for the present yoar were $84,599,246, or 
$15,192,360 more than for the preceding 
one, of which $30,999,850 went to new 
construction alone, in an addition to an 
available balance of about $1,045,460, It

Food for Live Stock. 


Few people anaiyze carefully or even 
casually the object in view in furnishing 
domestic animals with a brand of food ora 
combination which ‘fon the surface” seems 
tobe economical. Just here allow the 
digression to protest against the continual 
use of the word economy asa ruls of life by 
narrow-viewed people who have never had 
@ correot idea of economy, and have never in 
their lives scarcely practised economy. In 
financial affairs money may be spent wisely 
and the investment prove to be in the di- 
rection of economy, which simply is the 
right use of anything, 

rue economy in feeding can be practised 
best by those who have a good variety of 
foods or by those who have ample means to 
buy judiciously. Yetthe brains to deter- 
mine what to useand what varieties and 
proportions to combine are of greater conse- 
quence, 

It is economy, for instance, in most cases 
for the owner of but one or two animals if 
he has an abundance of corn or wheat for 
food to exchange some of it for oats, bran, 
pil meal, roots, etc. Thus by providing 
variety more nutriment is obtained for a 
given cost, The health and constitution of 
the animals is better maintained, 

There is goin in maintaining even dis- 
positions and securing better work from the 

ore and better average products from the 
dairy and the meat producers, The greater 
Proportion, too, of gain in weight of carcass 
of beef or mutton, and of the fleece and in- 
crease in flow of the cow’s milk, is to be 
taken into account, The simple matter of 
one hundred pounds of bran less the family 
cow in winter, added to the corn and atraw. 
is of groat worth in the combination, ;

Treatment of Sick Horses. 


Bran stands decidedly foremost as the 
food most gonerally used for the invalid 
horse; it acts asa laxutive, is frequently 
tempting to the appetite, and easy of diges- 
tion, There inno part of the general treat- 
ment more universal than offering this sub- 
stance as change offood. Does the horse 
show slight symptoms of cold, or fever, o 
warm bran masn is & convenient plan of 
steaming, and consequently of soothing the 
irritable mucous mombranes of the air 
passages; it is substitute for the more 
stimulating diet he is accustomed to, and 
gently promots the activity of the digestive 
apparatus; it is also a convenient medium 
for the giving of certain simple remedies, 

When itis necessary to administer purga- 
tive medicine, a bran mash or two renders 
the bowels more susceptible of its action, 
and a smaller drug is therefore required to 
produce the desired effect. Bran mashes 
may b> given hot or cold— cold are porhaps 
quite as grateful to the horse; but the aib- 
bling of hot mash in catarrhal affections is 
particularly benoficial from the necessary 
inhalation of the steam, Ofall the roots 
with which horses are a 1, the carrot,au 
a rule, is the favorite, and perhaps the most

The feeding of an infant after it bas been 
weaned involves so much care and anxiety 
that many mothers are willing to postpone 
the matter until the health of the child is 
compromised and the many other duties of 

he mother interfered with. 

The time of weaning obviously depends 
largelp upon the individual strength of 
both mother and child. If both are well, 
physiological changes make it possible,and 
even beneficial, for the child to begin to 
leave the breast atthe end often months and 
togive it entirely up at theend of a year. OF 
course the transition should be gradual, — 
except when one cf the numerous circum~ 
stances intervene which compel an abrupt 
discontinuance, 

In determining the amount and consia« 
tency of the food to be supplied during the 
transition period, we must take into con- 


sideravion the digestive powers of the child, 
The milk of Jersey cows is to be preferred, 
since itis richer in fats It isnecessary to 
dilute milk from a third to o half with 
water to bring it more nearly into corres- 
pondence with infantile digestive ablities, 
and ordinary milk suffers by such a dilution
